In our conference of 27 March of this year, 
we had agreed that written memoranda should be worked out about 
conditions in the General Government, on which our intended, 
mutual report to the Fuehrer coulc be based, 

The material compiled for this purpose 
by SS Obergrup: enfuehrer IRUSGEIR wes submitted to you immediately. 
Based on this materiel, I have had a report prepared which sums 
up the most important points of this material, subdivides them 
clearly and culminates in an exposition of the measures to be 
taken, 

The report has been checked together 
with SS “Qbergruppenfuchrer KRUZGIR and has his complete concurrence, 
I am submitting a part of it to you herewith. 

A further discussion about the matter 
appears to me only necessary of you or Reichsleiter BORMANN have 
substained objections against the contents of the report.

Ae Tho Taks of the German Administration in the General Government, 


The German administration in the General Government has to 
fulfil the following tasks: 

Le) To increase agricultural production and scize as much of it 
as possible for the purpose of securing food for the German 
people, to allot sufficient rations tê the native popul:tion 
occupicd with work essential to the wer effort and to carry off 
the rest for the armed forces and the homeland. 
to employ the mampower of the native population in the General 
Government itself only for war-essential purposes, 
at the disposal of the homeland such manpower as is not needed for 
the purpose mentioned above, 
to consolidate German ways and charactcristics (Volkstum) in thé 


General Government .everywhere and especially by means of settlements 


in the interior tn the Eastern border areas as well as bringing 


together racial Germans (Volksdeutsche) who have been settled in 


other places, and thus safeguarding these border districts them- 
selves 

to s&feguard the General Government as a transit area for supplies 
for the East Front. 

to obtain as many troops as possible from the native pOpulation for 
the military struggle against Bolshevism. 

Wrong Ways Taken for the Fulfilment of these Tasks. 

The German administration in the General Government has failed 
extensively with respect to the tasks listed under "A", Even 

if a relatively high percentage, namely over 90%, of the delivery 
quota of agrfsultural products for the armed forces and the homeland 
was successfuliy meh in the year 1942, and if the labor procurement 
requirements of the homeland were gencrally satisfied, still on the 
other hand, two things must be made clear: First, these 
accomplishments were achieved for the first time in the year 1942 
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before that, for exemple, only “0,000 tons of brezd grein had been delivered 
for the armed forces, Secondly,and above ell, one hed failed to create 

for the achiovoment of such performancos those prerequisites of en orgenization: 
economic and politicel character which are indispensable, if such performances 
are not to led to a shock to the ontire situation from which chaotic condition 
could eventually cone about in every respect. This failure of tho Germen 
administration can be exple ined for one thing by tho systom of tho Gorman

3.) The Treatment of the Native Ponulation 
can only be led in the right direction on the basis of a clean and 
orderly administrative and economic leacership. Cnly such e founda- 
tion permits that the native populstion be handled strictly and if 
necessary even severely, on the one side, and on the other side 
that one may act generously with thom end ceuse a certain amount 
of satisfaction in the population by certain liberties, especially 
n the cultural field. Without such a foundation, severity strong- 
then the resistance movement, and meeting the population half way 
orly undermines the German reputation, The above-mentioned facts 
prove that this foundation is lacking.

Besides the measures ‘to be taken in the ficld of personnel,

Instead of the problen of nilitery perticipction in the 
European struggle the measures will be far more inportant 
for finel German victory, which contribute to the celning 
down of the Polish population end its utilization outside 
of military commitment for the preparation of economic 


foundations for the German wer effort. 


The great mess of the Polish population is entirely 
insufficiently cled end fed. Through the textile supply 
condition which occured in the fourth year of the wer, 
an improvement in the field of textile supply - even if 
it is only a sufficient supply for the workers ~-cannot 
echieved, as well as making eveileble of sufficient 
heating ueteriel will be impossible. a consolidation 
of the food situation of the Polish populetion would 
be e decisive factor for tie improvement of their 
morale and attitude.

sufficient rations, which however necessit-tes @ revision 

of the delivery quotes for the Reich, which at this tine by fer 
exceed the productive capacity of the Generel Governnent , 
Cennot be evoided. The Polish worker hay be more frugal 
then the Czech, French or Belgian worker; but the rations, 
rented to hain in contrast to these foreign groups for the 
severe cold of his country, are only fragenents of the 
already barely sufficient neens of existence of the other 


foreign groups. 


The almost complete discontinustion o 


Participation in the cultural field has led, down to the 


lowest classee of the Polish people to serious discontent. 


The Polish middle end upper clesses ere extremely hungry for 


education- Experience shows 
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that the possibility of a culturel occupation would eat the 


seine tine be connected with & diversion from the politicel 


questions of the dey. Germen Propegende frequently cones 

ecross the objection, brought up by the Poles, that the 

restriction of cultur=1 activity enforced by the Germen 

authorities does not only show no difference towerds the 

Bolshevist lack of culture, but eigo shows thet it even 

remains below the snount of culturel activity, ellowed 

anong Soviet citizens. It does not stop the effectiveness 

Of the Eolshevist egitetion, thet Bolshevism offers 

to its citizens only cultursl activity, triznnmed down for 
urposes of politicel instigation. 

The Closings of colleges, high schools and svcondary scnools, 

are on the sme besis, Its well considered purposes are 

without doubt the doclin T the Polish educetionel standard. 

xs, considering the necessities 

Of war, not alw-ve beneficial to the Goren interests. With 


the duration of the 
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Gernen interest in the mobilization of 2ble foreign 
replecenents increases in the verious fields of knowledge. 
However nore important is the fact that the crippling 

Of the school system and the extensive hampering of cultural 
ectivities adds in rising proportions to the promotion of a 
Polish "Netionel Community" (Volksgeneinscheft ) conspiring 
egeinst Germany, under the leadership of the intellizentsia. 


What was not possible during the course of Polish history, 
what even could not be done during the first year of the 


German linistretion, acly the achievnent of e goal, 


einied at a coon purpose 2nd a nations _ comunity 
emeinschaft) holding together from within for better 
and for worse, threatens now to become slowly but surely 
reality because of Geruan measures. The Gernan Leedership 
cannot pass this process of ellience of individuel Polish 
Classes without noticing it in the fece of the growing 
defensive power of the Poles. The Geran leadersnip should 


promote cless distinctions by certain culturs1 concessions 


end if possible to play one class egeinst the other. 
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The recruiting of labor and the. uethods tuough often under 


the inevitable pressura of the circumstances, observed, heve 


created, furthered by clever Bolsnevist egitation, a 


tremendous feeling of hate in wide circles. The workers won 
thus, come often with a deep resolution for positive 


resistance, even ective s-botege. an improvement of the 
recruiting methods in connection with the continuation 

of the attempts to stop still present ebuses in the 
treatment of Polish workers in the Reich, finaly a care 
even if it is only meager, for the femily members left 
behind, would cause a rise in morele, which would convert 
itself into en i eased desire to work, cnd increased 
production for the German interest. 

The German administretion was orgenized et the beginning 

of the war with the removal of the Polish e.ement from all 
important positions. Tue sveileble amount of German help had 
always beer curetbitet: e73 mneltitetively insufficient. 


Besides, during 
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the past year a considereble delivery of German personnel 
had to teke place under pressure of the replacement needs 
of the Armed Forces, Previously, non-Germen help hed to 

be called in to a greater extent. By a considerable change 
in the treatment of the Poles, the edministration could, 


by use of all necessary precaution, use the Polish element 


more for collaboration , without which the administretion 


considering the prosent emount of personnel, not to speak 


of future transfers, cannot be kept working. The increased 
participation of Poles would help further to reise the 
morale in itself. 
Besides the positive change put down in these proposels, a 
number of methods, observed previously in the trestment of 
Poles, need a chenge or even must be completely abandoned 
at least for the duration of the fighting in Europe. 

I heave aiready shown in speciel reports thet confiscation 


> 


and evacuation of ‘bie land have caused great and irrepairable 
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damages for the agriculture] production. iot less great is the 
demage to morele connected naturally with such actions. Already 
the seizure of a great pert of the Polish large estabes has 
embittered the naturally enti-Bolshevisticeally inclined streta 
of the population, hit by it. But their opposing attitude does 
not count neerly so much, becsuse of their numericelly smell 
strength end their complete segregetion from the mass of the 
people, as the position of the mess of the populetion consisting 
mainly of smell fermers. 

The evacuation of Polish fermers from the defense zone - 
doubtlessly necessitated by military-politicel reasons - hes 
already had an unfavorable effect on the mentelity end attitude 
of many farmers. at any rete, this ev-cuation hes been kept within 
certain territorial limits. It has been carried out carefully 
prep-red by the governmental offices, having svoided ell 
unnecessary harshness.The evacuation of Polish farmers from the 


LUBLIN district, held necessery by the Reiéh 
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Commissioner for the strengthening of German nationalities 
(Volkstua), for the purpose of settling German netionels 
there hes been much more serious in proportion. Added to 
thet - as I already reported separately - it wes carried 
out at a pace end by methods which ccused immeasureble 
bitterness among the populace. at short notice familics 
were torn apart, those able to work were sent to the 
Reich wnile old people end children were essigned to 
empty Jewish ghettos. This happened during the winter 
1942/43, when great losses eccurred especially among 
members of the last group, The evacuation brought with 
itself e complete expropriation of movable and inmovebdle 
property of the farmers. The entire populetion fell for 
the believe that the previous deportetions meant the 
beginning of a total deportation of tne Poles from the 
region of the Generel Government. The gener2] impression 
wes thet the Pole would heve a fete similar to thet of the 
Jews. The evacuetion in the District LUBLIN wes a welcome 


Opportunity for tue Communist egitetion 
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in order to poison for a long time the attitude of the entire 
General Governnent, even in the annexed Eastern territories 

by the skill, for which it is known. This hed the result thet 
considerable perts of the populetion in the deportation territories, 
but also in territories not toucsed by it, esceped into the woods 
end increased the bends considerably. The consequence was a 
tremendous deterioation of the security situetion. These 

people, driven to despeir, ere misused by skillful agents to 

upset agricultural end industriel production according to a 
definite plan, 

Alreedy at the first mention of the crime of KaTYi, it beceme 
Obvious that tne sefeguerding of personel security is en absolute 
condition for the incorporetion of the Polish population into the 
defensive fight against Rolshevisn, 

The lack of protection egainst sewuingly srbitrary errests and 
executions constitutes a primery argument in Communist propagenda 
slogense. The shooting of women, children end old wen in plein 


public, which tekes place 
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agein end again without the knowledge end against the 

will of the Fuehrer must be prevented under all circunstences. 
This does not apply naturally to the executions of bendits 
end pertisens. In ceses of collective pernishments which 
neerly always hit innocent people end which are directed 
egeinst people who in their basic attitude ere politically 
indifferent, tne unfevorable, psychological effect is 
immessureble. Serious punitive measures end executions 
ssould only be cerried out efter a procedure srtisfying 
the most primitive conceptions of justice end under 
publication of the sentence. 

Even if the court procedure is cerried on in such z sinple, 
imperfect ənd improvised nenner, it serves to avoid or to 
lessen the unfavoreble effect of a punitive mersure which 
the populetion considers es purely erbitrary, end hampers 
the Bolshevist egitetion which cleims the Germen neesures 
there to be only the prelude for future incidents, Added 
to this is that collective punishient, wiich neturally is 
directed primarily ageinst the innocent, in the worst c2se 


against forced people 
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or desperate ones, ere not exactly judged as a sign of 
strength of the ruling power from which the populetion 
expects thet it will hit the terrorists themselves end 
thet it liberates them thus from the insecurity which 
burde.ns them. 

However, I consider it my duty to point out that 
an improvenent of attitude urgently necessrry in the 
fece of the serious consecuences of the policy until 
now, Can come only greduslly, and thet the new course 
must be guided very carefully, as proof for the 

cgree of distrust toward the German leedership, I 
enclose a significent extract fron the report of the 
comiender of the Security Police and of the SD in the 
General Government for the period from 1 to 31 May 1943 
which concerns itself with opportunities for propaganda, 
resulting from KATYN. It says: 
teeecceeee/ A large pert of the Polish intelligentsic, 
the seme as before, will not let itself be influenced by 
the news from KaTYN end cherges the Germans with supposedly 
the seme atrocities, especially AUSCHWITZ. Among the 
large mass of the Polish population, the news from KATYN 
did not show any results hev a fevorsble trend for 


Germany. 
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On the one hand the fact will also herdly be disputed 
amongst the working classes, insofar as they ere not 
communistically inclined, thet at the same time it is pointed 
out that Germany's attitude towards the Poles is also no 
better. There are, to be sure, the concentration camp at 


4uschwitz and iiaidanek, where the mess-murders of Poles 


continuously took plece. Only in quite isolated cases it 


is pointed out that there is actually a dafference 
between the murdering of innocent officers and putting 


illegally active persons out of action. " 


5.) Besides the most important suppositinns mentioned in l.) 
and 2e), for the pacification of the General Government, 
security of property among the non-agricultural people, must 
also be confirmed, to be granted insofer as it is not opposed 
by urgent needs of war. The appropriations or confiscstions 
without compensation in the industriel sector, in commerce 
and trede and other privete property wes not to take place 

in any cese, insofer aş the owner or the custodian hes not 
committed an offense ageinst the German authorities. If 


the use of industrial enterprises, commercisl 
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concerns, or real estate is necessary fer waer-essential 
reasons, it should be preceded in every case under avoidance 
of hardships and guarentee of appropriete compensetion. 
Through such a procedure the initdtative of Polish emphoyers 
would on one side be furthered and on the other hand ,damage 


to the interests of German war eeonomy would be avoided. 


4.) With the influencing of the attitude of the Poles an 
importance is due to the influence of the Catholic Church, 
which cannot be entirely overestimated, I do not mistake 
that the Catnolic Church always belonged to the leading 
fighters for an independent nationel Polend. ijumerous 
clergymen also made their influence felt, even after 

the German occupation, Also, nundreds of arrests were 
carried out in these circles. «A series of priests were 
taken to concentration camps and also shot. aowever, in 
order to win the sentiment of the Polish population, at 
least a legal attitude of the church is necessary, if not 
cooperetion as well. It can be won without any doubt, 


especially today under the effect 
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of the crimes of Katyn, for a reinforcement of the defensive 
front against Bolshevism with the Polish people, which must 
already, out of instinct of self-preservation, refuse a 
Dolshevistic reign in the Vistula crea. owever it is a 
prerecuisite for thet to refrain in the future from all 


measures against their activity end their property insomuch 


as they are not necessiteted by immediate wer-interests.

Damages exceeding by/ tnae edvantages obtained in the individual 


cases, have been caused up to the most recent time by the 
Closing of monasteries, churches end welfere institutions, 
which hed a deteriorating effect on the existing reediness 
for anti-Bolsnevist activities of the church. I remember 
in that connection the extremely clever bolshevist 
propegende, waich during the oceupetion of Fastern Gelicia 
allowed the Catholic Church for propeg-nde reasons to 
continue their activity and retain their property. In view 
of the importance of the influence of the Catholic church, 


the grenting of compensation (maybe tae re-opening of onecof 
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the closed seminaries for priests) should be seriously considered. 
“uy Fushrer, I beg you to understand my report es e result of 
desire 
by burning /to conquer an important aid for the German people in 


the most difficult phase of its struggle for existence. I do not 


take a position in my assertions as to the ultimate aims which 


the German leadershiptwill reelize after the successful struggle 
for existence in the Fast. It seems to me, however, that demage 
was caused by the fact that ultimete and present aims were to 

be realized without the cool estimate of real possibilities either 


simultaneously or without the proper coordination.

Kaltenbrunner had 
subscquontly complied with individual requests for release from e Concentratio; 
Cemp. As opposed to the Polish estimate, Kaltenbrunner gave the number of 
inh2bitents of Warsaw transported into Concentration Cemns in the Reich as 


smell. I made K°ltenbrunner's statement rogerding the number brought into 
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custody accessible to my appropriate Office and after renewed investigetions 
I received confirmation thet tho number. was 50,000 — 60,000. These were 
the poople who hed been brought into Concontraetion Camps in Gormeny.

Military Government circulated by the directorate of my interment 
camp, the President of the USA TRUMAN “ins announced in his solem

lasting world peace placed upon them by the victory obtained, 
Tiucrefore, after the cnd of the bloodshed, with sacred seriousness 

d full strength they would now seck and take the proper

1944 as Kreishauptmann in STANISLAU district CALICIA being at the 
game time Standorffuechrer of the NSDAP there. In the first Kreis- 
hauptmannschaft the population was Polish, in the second of predoni- 
nantly Ukrainian nationality. In the course of military develéprents 
this task has been ended and he reported to fulfil his soldicrly 
duty. He was wounded in the defensive action on the Cder 30 km south 
of STETTIN on 21 April 1945 while serving as Pfc, with the Panzer 
Gren. Ers., Ba, 73, Discharged to his home by the Germans, he completely 


abstained from all political activitics.

The first mecting with Dr, FRANK occurred shortly after the foundation 
of the General Yovernment in the Fall of 1939 in the Polish districte 
capital RADOM where the 10 Kreishauptmarnser of these distriats hed 
to report concerning the condition of the population of their ad- 
ministrative districts ani the problems of a possibly quick and 


effective reconstruction of the general as vell as theadministrative 


and economic life, 
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“atstanding was the special attention shown by Dr, FRAK end his 
decp concern about the area entrusted to him, This found expression 
in the instructions not to consider or treat the General Yovermnent 
or allow it to be treated, as an object of exploitation or as a use- 
les- area, but rather as a centre of public order (Ordnungszellc) 
and an area of concentration at the back of the fighting German front 
and at the ates of the German homeland, like a bridge of Ie nd bet- 
ween the two. Therfore the bel native inhabitahts of this country 
have as citizens of the GG a claim to the full protection of tho 
German administration.

Head of the State only, and not to the Reich Yovernment. He Also 
instructed us on no account to comply with demands of that kind which 
misht cene . to us on the basis of personal relations with the 
authorities by whom we were sent, or the specialist ministries in the 
Reich, but, if we shold come into a conflict with the loyalty to the 
Reich which was cqually expected from us, to report him about it. 
This firm attitude brought Dr. FRANK the displeasure of the Berlin 
government circles, and the nickname "France" (Frankreich) to the 


General Government. 
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4, campaign of calumny has been initiated in the Reich against him 
and against the entire administration of the Gencral Government 
by systematically generalizing and exaggerating regrettable 
ineptitudes and human weaknesses of individuals, at the same time 


attempting to belittle the actual constructive achicvements,.

Regarding the attitude and achicvements of Germans assigned to, or 
admitted into, the former General Government, it must be honestly 
admitted that side by side with a number of idealists of a high 
level who wcre conscious of their responsibility there were some 
who proved themselves as not being suitable for leadership of an 


alien pcople and who seriously damaged German prestige in the world; 


they had come from a modest background in the interior of Germany 


and for the first time occupied leading or influential positons and 
faced difficult tasks. But would it be just do condemn Dr. FRaNK 
because of these failures? In my opinion this could only be done 

if he had violated his leadership obligations. On the contrary, he 
was tirclessly eng-ged in appealing to the conscience of the Germans, 
and with an expression of thanks for previous achievements he always 
combined the strongest call to incercase their devotion to attitude 
and achievement, In addition to numerous official meetings of 
civil servants and lesders of economie lifo he worked along those 
lines especislly in his capacity as Leader of the Regional Work 
District of the NSDAP. While addressing Political Lesder, for 
example, he unmasked the slogan of the "German Master Race", 

which had penetrated from the Reich Commissariat Ukraine, as a 
completcly misleading one, since no people as a collective 


entity could be "master", and asserted that 
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leadership nation, among whom the obligation to exemplary 


attitude and achievement would have to take precedence over 
everything. He charged us with instructing the other Germans 
accordingly, although without impering their self-confidence 


in foreign territory, 


6, Dr. FRNK's personal style of living in reletionship to his 


constructive achievements, 


The most diverse rumors were spread about Dr. FRaNK's personal 
style of living. With reference to that there are two examples 
which I myself have experienced and which show the contradiction: 
When Dre FR.NK was in RADOM et the opening of a large exhibition 
of the District of RiDOM, the Governor of that time, Dr. LaSCH 


a banquet consisting of several comrses, After Dr. FRANK 


and a veget-ble course he brought the meal to 
before the paltry course, in order to further occupy 
himself with the work of the district administration. On

In eddition, I request that the annual reports of Deputy Minister(Steazts~ 
sokrot-er) Dr. BUEHLER in connection with tho reconstruction achiovenonts of 
be looeked into 
the Governor Generey. I refrain from mentioning the reconstruction achicvencnt 
in the District Ceptaincies (Kreishauptmennsch=ften )of KONSKIE and STANISLAV, 
directed by me for the seke of brovity but I could furnish sufficient improssiv 
meteriel from memory;instead I take the liberty of submitting the potition 
from the Polish population of the district with 50 peges of signatures fron all 
classes of the poople who were willing to work on reconstruction, anda servic 
performance testimonial on my work in STANISLAV as onclosures 1 and 2. Nunorous 
photographs, which wore in the pictoriel -rchives of tho G,vernor General 


with photo corrospondont RODSNER, could also confirm my statements. 


7. Dre FRANX as en Ovponent of Violent Actions ageinst tho Native Populetion 


Besides tlio oxploitetion end the pavperizetion of the General 
Govornnmont, tho accusation of the onsJaving of thse nasive population es well 
as thoir dep rtation into the Koich and many avrocities of verious kinds 
eppearod in the newspaper reports on the Nuernberg War Crimes Trials and are 
presentod as serious evidence azeinst Dr. FRANK, As far as atrocitics are 
concerned, the guilt does not lie with Dr. FRANK, but in part with the 


numerous non =~ Germen agitators and provocateurs who incroesed. 
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with the additional pressure against the fighting German fronts increased 
their underground ectivity, end for the rest chiefly with the former Deputy 
Minister (Staetssekreteer) for the Security Orgenization in the General 
Government, SS Obergruppenfuehrer KRUEGER and his agencies. My observations, 
however, in this respect ere sketchy because of the strict secrecy of these 


offices. 


On the other hand, Dr. FRANK went so fer in accomodating the Polish 
population that this was frequently objected to by his German compatriots. 
That he did the correct thing by his stand for the justifiod interests of 
the Polish population, is proven, for example, by the impressive fact that 
barely a year and a half efter the defeat of the Polish people in a campeign 
of 18 days, the concentration of German arny masses against Russie in the 
Polish area took place without a noteworthy disturbance, end that the 
Eastern railroad could let the troop transports move with Polish personnel 
up to the most forward unloading points without heving them delayed by 
sabotage. The cases of paying honor to the Vases pert of the Polish 
populetion, beginning with the great harvest thanksgiving celebrations of 
the farmers up to the individual honers given persons who distinguished 
themselves in the reconstruction, are too numerous to be mentioned here. 
The seme applies eccordingly to the Ukrainian population of Galicia which 


was friendly towards Gormany, 


This humane attitude of Dr. FRANZ, which earned hia respect and 
syupethy among considerable grovps of the ratives, led, on the other hand, 
to bitter conflicts with the SS, among whose circles HIMLSR's sayings 
" They shall not love us, but fear us", circuleted es a key word of their 


thinking and action. 
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At times it came to a complete break. I remember exactly that Dr. FRANK 
during & government visit of the Cerpathian districts of the District Ceptainsy 
(Kreisheuptmannscheft) of STANISLAU in the surmer of 1943 in JAREMTSCHE on PRUTH 
compleined most bitterly during a lonely welk with me and my wife about the 
arbitrary acts of the SS which quite frequently crossed his politicel courso. 

At thet time he called the SS the "Black Plague", and pointed out when he 

noticed our astonishment at hearing such criticism even from histmouth that it 
would, for oxmple, be ebsolutely unpreventeble if my wife should bo innocontly 
arrested sone dey or nicht by egencies of the GESTAPO and should disappear never 
to be soon agein without heving received the possibility of a defense in a legal 
trial. Some time afterw=rds, he held è, spooch before the students in Heidelberg 
which attracted much attention end wes loudly eppleuded about the necessity of 
tho restablishmont of @ German constitutional stato (Rechtsstaat) es would 

always heve dono justice to the real reguireronts of the Germans. When he wanted 
to repost this speech in Berlin, he is seid to hevo, beon forbidden by the Fuchrez 
and Reich Chancellor as reperto to me by è relisble, but unfortunately forgotter 
source, to meko speeches for 1/4 year et HIMMIER's instigation, The struggle 
against the methods of viotscnzaa used by the SS le? to a noxvvous bre=kdown of 

Dr. FRANK, which made navassc.y a kelly Tong sonv~ivscent leeve. As far as I can 


renembor this was in tae wiurac of 1925/4¢. 
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8. Deportation of non — “erman laborers from the General Government 
into the Reich, 


In any case, not Dr. FRANK but the former president of the main sec- 
tion labor of the General Government, Dr. STRUWE is to be made 
responsible for the forced deportation of Polish and Ukrainian 
labor to Germany, besides numerous non ~ German instistors, accor- 
ding to my obsérvations., How far he has acted upon the order of 
Gauleiter SAUCKEL the Sonderbeauftragten (special deputy) of the 
Fuehrer and Reich Chancellor, on this question or how far he want 
on his own initiative is unknown to me, however, he suppressed 
knowingly the human attitude towards the problem and only saw to 

the fulfillment of the contingents, The problem se:ms to have been 
submitted to the high Tribunal undcr strong misdepresontations, 
according to the newspaper reports, I have, for example seen 
innumerable natives who went to work in Germany volutarily during 
the first four years of my work in Foland an Galicia, as thoy 

had already done anyway before the war as so~aalled wandering workors, 
Only at that time they were not taken care of by employment 
agencies free of charge, but for the most part severely exploited 

by the agents. Widespread sectors of the Polish and Galician terri- 
tory suffered because of overpopulated villages with numerous needy 
existences and hopeless views for the future ever since th» so-called 
agricultural reforms of Kosziusko, which attempted to solve the 
social question in the country by authorizing unlimited division 

of small properties as heritages, They willingly grasped the oppor- 
tunity to receive better work and better wages in Germany, and to 


obtain a better training in the modern German factories. 
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They proudly returned on leave to their native villaces and in any 
case wrote very contented Xktters on numerous occasions. Only with 
the increase of enemy atr attacks on the civilian population 
in Germany and the secret agitation by the enemy which started 
simultaneously with the pressure on the front did the stream of 
volunteers slow up and forced the Reich, of which much had been 
demended by the war conditions for many years, to seek replacements 
in industry, agriculture and trade for the men who had been sent 
to the fronts, Wherever the enrollment of volunteers was nt suffi- 
cient the Reich, which was under pressure, demanded that a cortain 
number of workers be furnished by the General Government. By their 
work in the modern organized factories of Germany they were to 
help Germany to prevent a return of war on their native soil. How 
ever, they were not forced by the Germans to participate in com 
bat, as, for example, the Russians had done. The enrollment was 
handled by the emoloyment agencies in the General Government which 
sent innnumerable secruiting «fficials into the country and which 
tried to obtain, whenever psssible, voluntary enrollments for the 
journey into the Reich, Only when this was ineffective, selected 
according to suggestion or, in cases of refusal, after consulting 
the local mayor and the community council were the people, who 
were without possessions worth mentioning and work in connection 
with the war effort, as well as those who were the most dispensable 
from their asaini lacalities according to their family situation, 
If they did not obey the order, however, thoy were located by the 
police, as was alse done with Germans. Certain hatships, unfortu- 
nately, could be withheld from the non - Germans in the curse of 
the war just as little as was the case with German women, adolescents, 
and the aged in the Reich territcry which was threatened from the 


air, 
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Unfortunately, they were intensified in the case of the Ukrainians by the 


national hatred of the Polish emplceyees of the German Labor Administration 


in a way which made it impossible for the German supervision to intervene 
in 211 esses. The undersigned, as well as meny of his comrsdes, has 
given perticular attention to this problem, which is so difficult fron 

e hunen point of view, and found to a great extent the support of the 
Governor 2s well as the Labor Administration in this matter. So, for 
exemple, he participated at government expense along with two older 
Ukrainian district residents as freely selected confidentiel egents 

in a shipment of that kind, from the first recruiting in the home 
village to the arrival et the plece of lebor in Germany, in order to 
make suggestions afterwards for improvements in a memorendun of about 

30 pages, waich in pert were immediately carried out. Thet Dr FRANK 

on nis pert attempted to deninish the hardships caused by the imposition 
of volunteer levies is proved by the honors and acknowledgenents given 
by him to those who followed the call, for exemple, et his personal 
welcoming of the millionth worker and his presenting him with a wrist 


watch at Cracow. 


In ny attempt to lighten the burdens of the wer for the local population as . 
fer as possible I enjoyed the full confidence and consent of Dr. FRANK, 

as also in other cases in ny work aining at right and humanity. de gave 
expression to this for the last tine in the fortress of Cracow on 

30 October 1944, when I tendered my resignation to hia efter the 

occupation of the District Captaincy (Kreishauptuennscheft) of Stanislau 

by the victorious Russian eruy, in order to fulfil xy duty as a soldier 

at the front. Since that day I have the longor hed any connection with 


Dre FRANK, I declare that he knews nothing of this testinony.

1. Owing to the infiltration of Russian Partisan groups over the line 

of the river Bug into the General Government in 1943, HIMMLTR 

declared the General Government to be a "guerilla warfare terri- 
tory" ("Bandenkampfeebiet"), By this it became my duty, as "Chief 


of the guerilla warfare units" to travel over the Gcheral Yovernment, 


succestions for fichtine the partisans, 

In the general information HIMMLIR rave me, he called the Governor 
General Dr, FRANK a traitor to his country, who was conspiring 
with the Poles, and whom he would expose to the Fuehrer very 
shortly. I still remember two of the reprvaches HIMMLER mace 
aginst FRANK: 

a) At a lawyer's meeting in the Old Reich temitory FRANK is said 
to have stated that "he preferred a bad constitutional State

The deployment of tho reinforcements faded eway right at tho outskirts of the 
city ~ on one hand- as the insurgents fought with unheard ~ of Valor, but on 
tho other, the orders to destroy and to loot split up within the shortest 
tine tho hittine power of the German formations into disorganized, wild 
individucl actions.

Closest cooperation with the Folish Red Cros, 

I have declined to accept a proposal by the Commander-in-Chief of 

the available Air forces, General Ritter von GREIN, to the effect that 

as my next move I should withdraw my troops from the city, for during 

the present untraceable interlocking of fronts a greater effective 

aerial offensive could not be contemplated, since 

a.) a major air attack would practically annihilate the civilian po- 

pulation , as no anti-aircraft equipment existed, 

bd.) regarding the fanatically brave behaviour of the armed tnsurgents 
there was no certain indication that their resistance would thus 
be broken, and 

C.) because my efforts in negotiating a cessation cf hostilities in the 


interest of both peopleswould bhen become completely hopeless, 
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In systematic house and street fighting which lasted for weeks and 
caused tremendous losses to both sides, we succeeded in confining the 
centre of the revolt more and more. 

The German attempt to accelerate the attack by the use of tanks failed 
quickly and had to be discontinued entirely, because every armored vehicle 
was destroyed in the shortest time by death-defying youths and girls by 
means of gasoline bottles. All the streets were very cleverly blocked by 
countless ¿5 to 10 moter-high barricades and every block of houses trans- 
formed into a fortress. Each block of buildings had to be captured 
separately in the bloodiest hand-to-hand fighting, and it was altogether 
imppssible to approach without blasting breaches and laying underground 
minese But even the breaking into a block of buildings did not mean its 
possession. Hach floor and even each room and celler had to be fought for 
separately. In several blocks of houses it occurred that the two opposing 
Parties were facing each other in confusion in combat for days and even 
weeks in the underground cellars and passages, the various rooms changing 
hands several tines during the day. Even the surrounding of whole rows 
of streets did not have the desirod result, as a clever Polish leadership 
knew that at the lest moment, through the subterranean canals, the Polish 
troops could avoid being taken prisoners. A particularly criminal moment 
for the German commend arose when the Red Army took PRAGE and the German 
éerrison of PRAGA did not retreat to WARSAW across the bridges of the 
VISTULA, as foreseen, but was pushed east of the VISTULA to the north, 

My troops had fortunately just been able to cleer tho insurgents from 


a small strip of the shore, s 
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Here,crowded into the smallest area,with the Red Army on the other side of 
the VISTULA attempting to cross again and again and the insurgents at the 
back of us my units bled to death, The well placed ertillery fire of the 


enemy from the east of the VISTULA madè our situation hell. 


Only when all attempts to cross had failed, end also the support of the 
British air Fleet did not have the success expected because of the indentation 
of the front-line (Frontverzahnung), did the Polish leaders of the rising 
decide to capitulate owing to lack of ammunition and foode The fact too 

that tens of thousands of women and children refused to leave the city, unless 
accompanied by their fighting fathers end brothers, added to the readiness 


to capitulate, 


I did not demand an unconditional surrender, nor would the Polish leaders 
have agreed to one, The negotiations lasted for days. I granted the Poles 
all the belligerant rights of the Geneva Convention. «as the signers of the 
treaty know that the bitterness of the fighting had led to excesses on doth 
sides, I expressly allowed en amnesty in the surrender treaty. After the 
prisoners had been handed over to the competent authorities of the armed 
Forces, according to rules, and the civilian population to the civilian 
administration -whereupon I had copies of the surrender document delivered 
to all authorities- I went personally to Bast Prussia in order to have the 
recognition of the terms of the surrender expressly confirmed to me. I 


did not return to WaRSAW againe I was eiven a new commission.

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Having been instructed about the consequences of a false affidavit, I 
declare the following under oath for submission to the International 


Military Tribunal in Nuernberg: 


I, WilhelmZErnst von PaLEZIBUX, architect, born 3 Nov 1906 in Weimer, 
was employed by the Generel Government from 15 Sept. 1941, and until 31.3.42 
on the Construction Board of the Governor General in the BELVEDERE-PALACE 
in WARSAW, then from 1.4.42 at the Chancellery of the Governor General in 


CRACOW at the castle. 


The art treasures stored in the castle in CRACOW since the Spring 
of 1943 were under official and. legal supervision there. Dr. FRANK always 
referred to these art treasures to me as stete property of the General 
Government. Catalogues of the existing art treasures had already been 
made before my presence in Poland; the list of the first selection had 
been printed in book fori as a catalogue with description and statement 


of origin; it had been produced by order of the General Governor, 


The idea. repeatedly expressed by Dr. FRANK was to establish later 
on a museum in the castle of CRACOW to contain these objects of art, 
Dr, FRANK attached great importence to preserving the art possessions 
of the General Governuent, and increasing them if possible, Whon, for 
instance, the possibility arose to return part of the legacy left by 
CHOPIN, it was not brought to Berlin but to Cracow and placed there in 


the form of a small exhibition in the State Library by order of Dr. FRANK.,
